A communication from A. E. Watkins, Secretary of the 
last General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, submitting the action of that General Conference 
regarding Article XXIII of the Articles of Religion. The 
■ action of the General Conference, which is as follows, was 
adopted by the unanimous vote of this Conference: 

Your committee accordingly recommends that this General Conference, 
by a majority of two-thirds, respectfully requests each of our Annual 
Conferences to pass the following resolution and to send to the next 
General Conference a certificate of their action, bearing the signature 
I of the President and Secretary of the Conference, which resolution, 

when concurred in by two-thirds of the General Conference of 1910, 
shall be substituted for Article Twenty-three in the Disciplines of all of 
our churches in foreign lands: 

“XXIII. Of the Duty of Christians to the Civil Authority. 

“It is the duty of all Christians, and especially of all Christian min- 
isters, to observe and obey the laws and commands of the governing 
or supreme authority of the country of which they are citizens or 
subjects, or in which they reside, and to use all laudable means to 
encourage and enjoin obedience to the powers that be.” 

At 1 o’clock p. m. the Conference adjourned, with bene- 
diction by Bishop Wilson.

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Whereas, Consumption is one of the greatest causes of distress and 
pauperism, of disease, death and crime; 

Whereas, It is not inherited but contracted, and may be prevented 
and cured; 

Whereas, The most urgent step toward the reduction of this terrible 
mortality is to place the main facts concerning the disease in the hands 
of every man, woman and child in the State: therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the members of this Conference, in harmony with the

MEMOIR OF REV. J. H. M. GILES. 

It was not the privilege of the Avriter to have known Rev. J. H. 
]\I. Giles intimately, except for a short time before his death, when 
in the providence of God our lot was to work together as neighbors 
for a few weeks. This short time was sufficient to show forth 
something of his worthfulness; to evidence the fact that he was 
one of God’s noblemen, a true worker in the Master’s vineyard, and 
that in his death the North Carolina Conference sustains a severe 
loss. It is hard to understand Avhy he should have been taken from 
us, Avhen the field is so sorely in need of laborers, but God knows 
best and yxe do not murmur nor repine. We accept the dispensation 
of providence as nearly cheerfully as human frailties will allow. 

Brother Giles was born in Beaufort County, November 19, 1857, 
and was reared on a farm in that county. He was of sturdy 
Christian parentage. He came of a line of preachers. His grand- 
father, Rev. John Giles, was stationed at Washington, N. C., in 
1812, as pastor of the M. E. Church. In his early days. Brother 
Giles himself was a sailor, holding on coastwise vessels all posi- 
tions from cabin boy to captain. But this was not to be his call- 
ing. God had a diviner mission in life for him. He was a chosen 
vessel to bear the word of life to men. The direct call came to 
him out on the deep Atlantic, after a severe storm had raged for 
several days. In the midst of the storm, God was in the still 
small voice that breathed into the sailor’s soul. He heeded the 
call and abandoned the sea for his nobler work. 

He had previously had a common school training; now he taught 
school for a year or two and then entered Trinity College, then 
situated in Randolph County. In 1885 Brother Giles was licensed 
to preach by Elder J. E. Mann. In 1888 he was received into 
Conference on trial and appointed to Zion and Prospect Circuit in 
Randolph County. This was in connection with his student life 
at Trinity, AAffiere he remained for three years. 

On the" 24th day of December, 1889, he was happily married to 
Miss Margaret Elizabeth Brown, of Washington, N. C., which 
union was blessed with four children, one daughter and three sons, 
all of whom, with their mother, still live. 

In 1890, at Wilson, he was received by transfer from the West- 
ern North Carolina into the North Carolina Conference, and ap- 
pointed to Meherrin Circuit in the Warren ton District. The fol- 
lowing year, at Greenville, he was received into full connection 
and .returned to Meherrin, which he served the following year. 

In 1893, at Wilmington, he was ordained Elder by Bishop W. 
W. Duncan, and sent to Bertie Circuit, in the Warrenton District, 
and served this charge one year. 

His work after this time was as follows: 

Columbia Circuit, 1894-95. 

Currituck Circuit, 1896 to 1900. 

Carteret Circuit, 1900 to 1904. 

Harrellsville Circuit, 1904. 
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Aurora Circuit, 1905-6. 

Pamlico Circuit, 1907. 

Perquimans Circuit, 1908. 

At the last Conference he was assigned to the Perquimans Circuit 
in the Elizabeth City District. He entered upon his new work 
cheerfully and earnestly, determined to make this the best year of 
his ministerial life. At once, by his engaging personality, his deep 
earnestness, and his transcendent spirituality he began to win his 
way into the hearts of those who were to sit under his ministry. 
Just as he was shaping his plans for a year of large usefulness and 
service, standing on the threshold of renewed activity in the cause, 
God’s finger touched him and he slept. 

It was on the 16th day of February, 1909, as he was going about 
his daily duties that he was stricken. He was taken sick about 
10 o’clock at night and about the same time the next morning his 
soul went out to live with God. He died without a struggle, and 
alone with God. 

The end was unexpected, but not unprepared for. Just as he 
was ready to obey the call to preach the Word, Brother Giles was 
ready to obey the call to the spirit land. Surely it is best. The 
Sunday before his death, Brother Giles preached a sermon of 
unusual power and force from the text, “And we know that all 
things work together for good to them that love God.” In this 
sermon occurred this significant statement: “All things work to- 

gether for good; not only health, prosperity and bright days, but 
also sickness, pain, death — all doors open to happiness and honor.” 
We believe that to him the door of death opened into things of 
supreme and eternal good. 

He died as he would have chosen to die — in the harness. A long 
life of unmixed usefulness and blessing to all with whom he came 
in contact has come to an end. His virtues are well known. His 
life was a living epistle, known and read of all men. He was a 
faithful servant of the church. His faith was unalloyed, simple, 
childlike, unafraid. He spent himself in the service of the Lord — 
let his fame rest on that simple fact. Let us strive to meet him 
in the great Conference above, where the time limit shall be for- 
ever removed and we shall serve in joy unspeakable. 

The funeral services were held in the church at Winfall, on the 
morning of February 17th by Presiding Elder J. H. Hall, assisted 
by Revs. R. A. Wiliis, J. Y. Old, W. V. McRae, J. D. Bundy and 
T. A. Sikes. The building was crowded and overflowed into the 
streets. His remains were taken that afternoon, accompanied by 
the family, the Presiding Elder and the writer, to Washington, X. 
C., where, that evening as darkness covered the face of the earth, 
in the cemetery. Brother Giles was laid to rest, the last rites being 
said by Rev. M. T. Plyler. T. A. Sikes.

MEMOIR OF REV. EDWIN ASBURY YATES, D.D. 

We mourn a great leader fallen — but we rejoice that a gallant 
spirit has been called from the distant province to the seat of 
empire. We sorrow that a brother beloved has slipped away from 
us, but we rejoice that the mansion-door of the great Father has 
opened and that the son long absent has reached home. We feel 
keenly the recall of a worker from the field, but we rejoice in the 
completed task that he has wrought and in the preferment that he 
has gained. The star whose light was sweet to us here has paled 
to our vision, but it has been flung into a wider orbit in the heavens 
and made to shine with the light of an incorruptible glory. 

Edwin A. Yates was born April 9, 1829, in the qounty of Cum- 
berland, this State. He died in the city of Durham, this State, 
May 14, 1909. He was of patrician blood — and through his long 
career as an itinerant Methodist preacher, in which he was much 
in the eye of the world, he showed the marks of noble birth and of 
the refinement in which his early life was cast. In his young man- 
hood he took to journalism and for a time was associated with his 
brother, the late W. J. Yates, who was for many years, as editor of 
the Charlotte Democrat, one of the most commanding and influen- 
tial leaders of public opinion in North Carolina. In 1860, when he 
was thirty-one years of age, he joined the North Carolina Confer- 
ence at its session in Salisbury, Bishop Robert Paine presiding. 
His first charge was Morehead City, which he served in 1861. In 
’62 and ’63 he was on the Duplin Circuit; in ’64 at Tarboro; in 
’65 and ’66 on Elizabethtown Circuit; in ’67 at Goldsboro; in ’68 
at Statesville; ’69-’72 Presiding Elder of the New Bern District; 
in ’73 Presiding Elder of the Fayetteville District; in ’74-’77 again 
Presiding Elder of the New Bern District; in ’78-’81 pa§tor Front 
Street Station, Wilmington; in ’82-’83 pastor Edenton Street Sta- 
tion, Raleigh; ’84-’87 again at Front Street Station, Wilmington; 
’88-’90 Trinity Station, Durham; ’91-’94 Presiding Elder, Durham 
District; ’95-’98 Presiding Elder Raleigh District; ’99-1900 Pre- 
siding Elder Durham District; 1901 assistant pastor Main Street 
Station; 1902-’09 Lectureship in Trinity College. These furnish us 
the geographical lines of his work and the centers from which he 
operated — but what tongue can tell the story of his life — what he 
wrought and what he suffered? He came to the ministry with 
superior equipment — with a highly endowed intellect and with 
much fineness of soul — and he gave himself wholly to the work. 
He had but one business in life and that was to know the truth 
and to give it to the people. He was a seeker after truth and he 
was a lover of the truth and he found his joy in finding the truth. 
No secular aims, no earthly ambitions ever beclouded his mind or 
diverted his thought. He kept the single eye and his whole body 
was full of light. He had the poet’s concept to see things that 
other men could not see. He had the philosopher’s ken that took 
l ange among the constellations of light and “seemed at home where 
angels bashful looked.” He had the orator’s tongue and knew how 
to persuade and to win. He had the lover’s heart and knew how 
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to be gentle and companionable and to bring the offerings of frank- 
incense and myrrh into the inner sanctities of the soul. He had 
the statesman’s breadth of vision and knew how to counsel and to 
guide. And then he had the courage and the daring of the soldier 
and was fit for command upon the field and to lead the hosts of God. 
He became early in his ministry one of our bravest and most trusted 
leaders, and he held this rank until age and infirmity laid their 
burden too heavily upon him. 

For years and years he was probably our greatest preacher. He 
was one of the most versatile and cultured of the ministers that 
have graced the pulpit of our State. He thought upon as many 
themes and spoke as fitly upon them as any man that has held 
apostleship with us. He was always in demand for the pulpits at 
the strategic points and where the problem was most difficult; and 
here the Church sent him, and here he w^rought the full toll of 
service according to the manner of the approved workman. 

His studies took lofty range. He lived much in the secret of the 
Lord. His eye got the vision of the Christ. Christ was as real to 
him as his own conscious being. He loved him. He trusted him, 
and he preached him. And what an engaging personality he had! 
Who had more of the grace of chivalry than he? And what a 
blameless life he lived! It is a question as to which was the more 
beautiful, his matchless career in the pulpit, or his spotless life in 
the paths where he walked with his fellow-men. 

He grew old meekly and sweetly. He brought no bitterness out 
of the past — he had no complaints against the world, though he re- 
buked its sin. He remained the philosopher and the delightful 
friend to the last stages of his journey. It was meet that the end 
should come. He had long listened for the Master’s voice — he had 
long lived with his sandals on, ready for the “one clear call.” And 
the end did come — gently, softly — there was the sudden call and 
there was the glad and ready answer. The philosopher has been 
taken into the great chart-room and shown the plan of the universe 
— the student has been transported to the hills of heaven where the 
light is unclouded and the vision is clear — the lover has been admit- 
ted into the apartments of his Friend where the fellowship is sweet 
— the cultured soul has been introduced to the chivalry and worth of 
the ages — and his joy is complete.

MEMOIR OF REV. F. D. SWINDELL, D.D. 

When friends pass out from among us into the unseen we em- 
balm their memories in loving tributes, and their virtues become to 
us an inspiration to higher achievement. 

It is eminently fitting when we meet in our annual Conference, 
that we commemorate the virtues of our translated brethren. It 
can not ennoble them, but it will ennoble and bless us. 

The calls of duty, the demands of business, the quest of pleas- 
ure are imperious and insistent and consume our strength. Love 
and friendship and memory call for time and pause. 
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When the servant of God is called away it leaves a vacancy in 
our ranks not easily filled; for the minister is no ordinary man. 
He is called of God and set apart to do a distinctive work; he is 
a shepherd to feed the flock, care for the lambs, lead them into pleas- 
ant pastures; he is a prophet to teach, a seer to discern the signs 
of the times, a watchman set upon the walls of Zion to warn the 
people of danger, a voice to cry, prepare ye the way of the Lord, 
an overseer to guard the interests of Zion. 

The brother, to whose memory we pay loving tribute to-day, was 
a leader among us, a man who stood high in our esteem, one to 
whom we looked for counsel and guidance. 

Frederick Dallas Swindell was born in Hyde County, N. C., 
November 16, 1846. He was the son of LeRoy M. Swindell and 
Charity H. Farrow, his wife. He was reared on the farm, becom- 
ing accustomed to all kinds of farm work, thus developing an ac- 
tive, healthy physical frame. His parents were godly people. His 
ancestors for three generations had been Methodists. His father’s 
house was the preacher’s home. His earliest memories were of the 
visits of Methodist ministers. 

The presence and conversation of these men of God formed no 
small part of his early education. Their extensive observation, 
reading and travel had furnished them with a broad vision of 
men and things. Their coming was anticipated with pleasure 
and their presence was to him an inspiration. 

His father was a man of clear judgment, honest, industrious; 
his mother a woman of superior mind, with good literary tastes and 
fond of reading. Both were deeply pious. 

In boyhood he attended the schools of the neighborhood, where 
he usually led his classes, and entered with the zest of enjoyment 
into all boyish sports. He gave such leisure time as he could 
command to reading, preferring biography, history and religious 
books. It was amid such surroundings of home and school and 
church life that his character was formed. 

The vicissitudes of the Civil War had left his father without 
means to send his children from home to secure the advantages of 
a higher education. It was not until he had attained to manhood 
that he found opportunity of attending college. He passed some 
time at Trinity College, then under the presidency of the Rev. 
Braxton Craven, D.D., LL.D., of sainted memory, with that pro- 
found biblical scholar. Rev. Peter Doub, D.D., occupying the chair 
of theology. 

In childhood he had felt an earnest desire to spend his life in 
the way which would be the most helpful to his fellow-man, and 
he was early impressed with the thought that he should some day 
become a minister of the gospel. He was converted and connected 
himself with the church at the age of 19, and soon after received 
the call of God to preach. He began at once to assist his father in 
holding family worship and to hold prayer-meetings in the com- 
munity. At his first public service God put His seal to his minis- 
try in convicting and converting a young man. 

He was licensed to preach in the spring of 1870, at a quarterly 
conference held at Fairfield, Hyde County, and presided over by 
the Rev. Dr. Robert S. Moran. The health of the preacher in 
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charge of the Bank’s Circuit failing the next June he was appointed 
to that field, where his ministry was successful, eighty-seven per- 
sons being received into the church that year. 

He was received on trial into the traveling connection of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in the North Carolina Confer- 
ence in Charlotte, November, 1871. 

His appointments were as follows: Plymouth Station, 1872, 1873, 
1874; Edgecombe Circuit, 1875, 1876, 1877, 1878; Kinston, 1879, 
1880, 1881, 1882; Tarboro, 1883; Wadesboro, 1884; Monroe, 1885, 
1886; Tryon Street, Charlotte, 1887, 1888; Wilmington District, 
1889, 1890, 1891, 1892; New Bern District, 1893, 1894, 1895, 1896; 
Conference Missionary Secretary, 1897 ; St. Paul, Goldsboro, 1898, 
1899, 1900; New Bern District, 1901, 1902, 1903, 1904; Wilson, 
1905, 1906, 1907, 1908; Kinston, 1909. 

Such is the brief record of a life-work, the mere outline, the 
skeleton; how little it reveals of the real man and his work. 

On November 25, 1874, he was happily married to Miss Sue 
Dudley, daughter of Dr. John Dudley, of Hyde County, a capable, 
energetic woman, who greatly aided him in his life-work, taking 
an active interest in all the affairs of the Church. She, with two 
sons, survive him. 

He received the honorary degree of Doctor of Divinity from his 
Alma Mater, Trinity College. He was honored by his brethren in 
being four times elected to a seat in the General Conference. Once 
he lead the delegation. He always took a lively interest in the 
cause of missions. It lay very near his heart. He was for many 
years closely identified with the work of missions, being president 
of the Conference Board. He served on the missionary committee 
in the General Conference* and in 1902 was its chairman. He re- 
ceived a flattering vote for the office of Missionary Secretary. 

He was likewise an earnest advocate of temperance and prohibi- 
tion. While pastor in Goldsboro he was chairman of the Anti- 
Saloon League that led the hosts to victory. 

He was deeply interested in the educational work of the Church, 
being president of the Board of Trustees of Littleton Female Col- 
Ige, and having been a trustee of Trinity College. He was a popular 
preacher, earnest, persuasive, practical, scriptural, possessing ele- 
gance of style and diction, and an easy grace of manner, but never 
wanting in courage to assert his convictions, and denounce sin. 

As a pastor he was sympathetic, practical, systematic. He was 
thoroughly consecrated to his work, giving to it his undivided time 
and energy. He loved to circulate good literature, and he had 
much to do with the framing of the laws and shaping of the 
policy of the Church. Alert to all movements of the Church he 
spoke readily and fluently upon the Conference floor on all ques- 
tions of importance coming before the body. 

His catholic spirit carried him beyond the bounds of sects and 
creeds, and drew within the circles of his friendship, members of 
other communions as well as Hebrews. He was consecrated in the 
larger work of the community and State, taking a part in every- 
thing that tended to the betterment of the community, and the 
upbuilding of the State. He was prominently connected with the 
Masons, Odd Fellows, Royal Arcanum, who, with us, mourn his loss. 
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In the social circle. Dr. Swindell was genial and affable, a de- 
lightful guest, held in high esteem by those with whom he came 
in contact. As a friend he was uniformly courteous and obliging. 
In his dealings with his brethren, I never knew him to be harsh 
or abrupt; he seemed to appreciate all the good that was in them, 
and to exercise a generous forbearance toward their faults. 

As a husband and father he was affectionate and indulgent. Do- 
mestic in his nature, he looked after every detail of home comfort. 

After all, I believe he will be longest and best remembered 
among us, by his sweet, gentle, Christ-like spirit. A man of 
ambitions, eager to excel in every good word and work, he has 
been promoted to a position far above all principalities and powers 
to a place in the presence of the King. 

It was a large class that joined the Conference 38 years ago. One 
remains unto the present in the Western North Carolina Confer- 
ence, James Wilson; and two in the North Carolina Conference, 
Philip Greening and myself. The others have gone, with scores 
who came in since. The ranks are thinning. Soon we who remain 
shall hear the call and pass to our reward. 

At our last Conference Dr. Swindell was assigned to Kinston. 
He entered upon his work with his usual alacrity and cheerfulness. 
He came, not a stranger in his new field. He was warmly wel- 
comed by old friends and new. His work opened with promise of 
large success; the prospect was bright for a prosperous pastorate. 
It soon became evident, however, that his health was giving way. 

In the spring of 1906 he had sustained a serious injury, by being 
thrown from a buggy. He was confined to his room for some 
weeks. The accident resulted in an enlargement of the heart, giv- 
ing premonitions of the approaching end. With failing health there 
was a marked ripening and mellowing of character. The gentle 
qualities of his nature became more pronounced. 

The end came after a most beautiful fashion. He was spending 
a few days with his family in Beaufort. On Monday, July 26th, he 
was called to Kinston to attend a funeral service. As he returned 
that afternoon we sat together on the cars, discussing the work 
and making plans for the future. On Wednesday night he con- 
ducted the prayer-meeting service in Ann Street Church, selecting 
I as his theme the life and character of Enoch. In the course of his 
remarks, he said he would rather have as his epitaph, the words 
written of Enoch: “He walked with God and was not, because God 
took him,” than anything that could be written. This was his last 
public utterance. 

On Thursday evening, with his family and a few chosen friends, 
he took a sail on the beautiful moon-lit waters of the bay he loved so 
well. About 11 o’clock he kissed his wife good-night and fell 
asleep to awake in heaven. 

Servant of God, well done! 

Rest from thy loved employ, * 

I The battle fought, the vict’ry won. 

Enter thy Master’s joy. 
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At midnight came the cry, 

“To meet thy God prepare!” 

He woke, — and caught his captain’s eye, 

Then strong in faith and prayer. 

His spirit with a bound. 

Left its encumb’ring clay; 

His tent, at sunrise, on the ground 
A darkened ruin lay. 

Soldier of Christ, well done! 

Praise be thy new employ; 

And while eternal ages run.

MEMOIR OF REV. WILLIAM SAMUEL RONE. 

“Don’t you be troubled, I will go to Richmond and get well; then 
I can do five or six years more of good work,” were the character- 
istic words of the husband to the wife as the shadows deepened 
over the parsonage home at Littleton. The devoted father and 
faithful m.an of God did go to the hospital, submitted to the knife, 
but failed to return to the anxious family to take up This ipuch- 
loved work. Instead of entering once more upon his itinerant 
rounds on the District, September 19, 1909, God gave him rest by 
transferring him to the Conference of the Blest. Since !ie went 
away a great company in his native State appreciate anew the 
pure and true life lived among them, the North Carolina Confer- 
ence sorrows for a brother beloved, and a loving household feels 
robbed of its best treasure. A strong man has quit Ihe field in 
the burden and heat of the day. 

William S. Rone was born in Union County, North Carolina, 
May 28, 1849. His father, Lloyd K. Rone, and mother, < lcmenfine 
Howe, were of English parentage, belonging to those heroic pioneers 
that formed a place in this land prior to the Revolution. De- 
scended of a favored line, he passed his eariy days on the farm 
among a sturdy yeomanry acquainted with the soil, the woods and 
the open skies. The birds of the air and the flowers of the field 
were no strangers to the boys of his class. Dividing the days be- 
tween work on the farm and study in the local schools, ihe \ears 
came and went in Union and Mecklenburg until the boy was fast 
becoming a man. He entered his teens with the country rent by 
Civil War and the cruel desolation suffered by the Southland en- 
tered into his young life. But he studied and taught, pursuing his 
college course through Reconstruction terrors, graduating at the 
head of the class that went out from Wofford College in 1873. 

At Spartanburg, S. C., on the 18th of April, j873, he was 
licensed to preach. During the year 1874, jje served as junior 
preacher at Mount Pleasant, joining the North Carolina Confer- 
ence in Raleigh the same year. The young man of strong body, 
substantial mind, modest bearing and chaste speech was now on 
the threshold of an honored and useful career of uninterrupted 
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labors. Not the suggestion of a shadow ever fell across the path- 
way of this man. There was no blot on his escutcheon and his 
sword was untarnished. 

Kegularly and without a break, W. S. Rone received the follow- 
ing appointments: 

Plymouth, 1875-1876. 

Tarboro, 1877-1878-1879. 

Wadesboro, 1880-1881-1882-1883. 

l.,ouisburg, 1884-1885. 

Shelby, 1886. 

Statesville, 1887-1888. 

Kinston, 1889 and first half of 1890. 

New Bern District, latter half of 1890-1891-1892. 

Wilmington District, 1893-1894-1895-1896. 

Xew Bern District, 1897-1898-1899-1900. 

Rockingham District, 1901-1902-1903. 

Rocky Mount, 1904-1905-1906. 

Warrenton District, 1907-1908 and 1909 to death. 

Thus the record shows that he served sixteen and one-half years 
on stations and seventeen years on Districts. These nearly thirty- 
three years in the North Carolina Conference were of such uniform 
acceptability that men of less notable success often attracted more 
attention. No one ever expected W. S. Rone to fail utterly at any 
point. His deep spirituality, his high sense of honor, his broad 
fraternity, his intense love of the true, and his sincere sympathy 
guaranteed to him a reasonable degree of success even among un- 
reasonable men. Had he been more self-assertive and glorified in 
the tumult of the crowd, many would have granted him a larger 
place. But this was impossible to him. The processes of his mind 
were so even, the flow of his feelings so regular, the active rounds 
of life so methodical, that the years found him literally keeping the 
even tenor of his way. The tears would fill his eyes and a tremor 
possess his voice in the presence of human tragedy or under stress 
of gospel theme, but that wonderful self-possession never deserted 
him. Around his own hearthstone, in the parlor, at the sick bed, 
in the chair, on the floor, or in the pulpit, he was the same calm, 
well-poised, unruffled spirit incapable of uttering a cruel word or 
of doing a rash deed. Owing to his quiet modesty and persistent 
reserve, only his most intimate friends knew the real worth of the 
man. 

From the little station on the Roanoke, the young Methodist 
itinerant in keeping with his unfailing habit gradually passed to 
the larger and more exacting fields of labor until some of the heav- 
iest districts were his. On these, the efforts of mind and body, 
careful and persistent, resulted in a steady advance of all interests. 
Presiding Elder Rone rode no hobbies and made few mistakes. 
With a care for both the men and the work, he moved with delibera- 
tion, giving himself without stint to the cause of his Lord. Per- 
haps the finest days of his full, strong manhood went into those 
large fields in the valleys of the Neuse and of the Cape Fear. 

The Historical Society of the North Carolina Conference owes its 
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existence largely to him, who was its first president. The General 
Conference of 1894 numbered him with its members, and his own 
Conference profited by his judicial temperament; but better than 
this, the Church had in him a good minister of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. His mind, clear and strong, did not move with marked 
rapidity, but with accuracy and assurance. By temperament, medi- 
tative and by habit, contemplative, the careful, patient thought 
given to preparation made his sermons fully his own. He spoke 
of himself and not that which some one had told him. Hearsay 
evidence did not belong to the testimony he gave. A reading of the 
best books, alert attention to the movements of the day, and a 
ready sympathy for our ordinary humanity contributed to the 
quality of his pulpit efforts delivered largely memoritur. The 
perfect form and easy flowing sentences often allowed the inat- 
tentive listener to miss the strong, true message brought. There 
was no trick or catchy epigram or rash utterance to arouse the 
listless, but an urgent presentation of the Word interpreted by a 
conservative. With him the Bible was first and last, the final 
oracles of God. The dry bones of theology and the hasty conclu- 
sions of modern critics never encumbered this man of God in the 
pulpit. God’s demands were too urgent and religion too vital for 
him to trifle the hour away. Constrained by the love of his Lord, 
he fed the hungry, comforted the broken-hearted, wept over the 
prodigal, and pointed the penitent to the Lamb of God that takes 
away the sins of the world. 

To better appreciate this brother who cherished such a great faith 
in his brother ministers and to find the best in the man and in the 
minister, one must linger about the dear spot called home. Never 
did weary watcher greet the morning more gladly than did he, on 
his return, welcome the sight of the parsonage home. It was more 
than his castle — it was heaven on earth. The prohibition set 
against his having a permanent dwelling-place made sacred by 
local touches and tender incidents remained all his days the most 
trying ordeal of the itinerancy. He was made to dwell under his 
own roof, but God gave him a preacher’s heart and the goings of a 
Methodist itinerant determined his resting place. 

On November 13, 1879, Annie J. Bell, of Harrisons, Mecklen- 
burg County, North Carolina, and William S. Rone were married. 
For thirty years, in sunshine and in shadow, they performed the 
vow and covenant between them made, building a home in which 
love ruled and the Son of God had first place. Six children came 
to bless that home: Lloyd K., Mary Bell, Grace Bell, Roberta Bell, 

W'illiam Samuel and James Ralph. But in spite of deepest love 
and tenderest watch-care, some of them would slip away. In 
March, 1901, little William Samuel left an empty crib and still 
emptier hearts; three years later Mary Bell, a young woman in 
the twenties, passed into the skies from far-away Texas; finally, 
last March, Roberta Bell, just through college, went to join her 
sister, leaving the smitten parents dumb, though submissive, before 
the sealed door of life’s mysteries. Oh! how they loved and sor- 
rowed and leaned on their Lord through it all ! Now, two brothers, 
a sister and the mother remain as the remnants of that broken 
home. The accumulated sorrows weighed heavy upon the sensitive 
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soul of the father so inclined to hide his grief. One privileged 
to enjoy the confidence of the family can bear witness to the 
princely character of the husband and father in that sacred retreat. 
His soul opened there and the tides of joy swelled as at no other 
place. Still, he did not allow this to block the way when duty 
called. Two weeks before going to llichniond, he told her to whom 
the secrets of his heart were ever open, that he was watching his 
work and himself very closely; if he saw in any way he was not 
doing the Lord’s work he would drop out, for he could not allow 
himself or his wife or his children to stand in the way of God’s 
work. Facing the inevitable, these were the words of a Christian 
hero. 

Tims lived and labored and died this gentleman, minister, Chris- 
tian. Though not perfect, exempt from most of our human frail- 
ties' was he. To him, holiness of heart and life transcended a tenet 
of faith or a profession of the mouth. In all honesty and fidelity, 
lie walked with God before his fellows in a way entitling him to be 
numbered with the holy men of the past. For him to live 
was Christ, and to die was gain. Death opened into a larger 
life and became the gateway to glory; the spirit world lay 
about him and the whole family in heaven and earth was one. In 
those last memorable days when asked to whom he was talking, 
the unfailing answer came: “To my little girl that’s gone.” How 
like him! To talk with his unseen Lord and to hold converse with 
the heavenly intelligences, made holy life’s best hours. Why should 
not he now on the borderland meet with the precious girl dearer 
than life? Are the powers of the world to come but a figment of 
the imagination? Thanks be unto God for the land where no eyes 
weep, no hearts break, or separations come! His brethren of the 
broken ranks cherish the pleasing expectation of one glad day 
joining him in the general assembly and church of the first born 
with the spirits of just men made perfect.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

Your committee begs leave to report as follows: 

First. From all the information coming to us from the North Caro- 
lina Anti-saloon League and other sources, as well as from our own 
experience and observation, we learn that prohibition or the no-license 
policy is the best policy for the State, ‘and we desire to put ourselves 
on record as opposed to any license system whatever. 

Second. We realize that the battle is now on. Not all the advocates 
of license have been converted or have surrendered. Many are now 
trying to make the prohibition law odious by violating it, or by in- 
fluencing others to do so. In some of our cities, towns and rural sec- 
tions it is a well-known fact that the manufacture or sale of liquor is 
going on. Often this is done under the guise of the near-beer saloon. 
Sometimes the executive officers take no cognizance of these violations. 
Sometimes the citizens are indifferent. We believe that the law will 
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fall into disrepute unless well enforced, and therefore urge all executive 
officers to be true to their official trust in the enforcement of this law 
along with other laws. We also urge all citizens to stand by those 
officers who are true to their duty, discriminating in their favor. We 
note with pleasure that many citizens and officers are doing their full 
duty in this respect, and we desire to express our appreciation and 
approval of their work. 

Third. We believe that the spirit of Christianity and the doctrine 
of our Church teach total abstinence, and therefore plead with all our 
members to abstain from the cup. Surely none ought to aid and abet 
the violation of law by buying from one who has no right to sell. 

Fourth. We believe that our experience as a prohibition State this 
year has proven that the near-beer saloon is an evil and a cover for the 
violation of law, and we desire to protest against it. 

Fifth. We oppose the interstate liquor trade and the granting of 
Federal tax receipts in our State, and request our Congressmen and 
Senators at Washington to support legislation that will correct these 
evils. 

Sixth. Your committee has heard with pleasure the report of R. L. 
Davis, Superintendent of the North Carolina x\nti-saloon League, and 
wishes to record its approval of the work of this organization. We are 
not unmindful of the influential part it has taken in bringing North 
Carolina to the forefront on this prohibition question, and believe that 
it is still necessary as the Church’s agency to fight the foe. Therefore we 
commend it to our people, and recommend that our pastors take a 
collection for it as they do for the American Bible Society, when they 
deem it practicable and advisable. 

Seventh. We recommend that the Bishop appoint Rev. R. L. Davis,. 
Superintendent of the North Carolina Anti-saloon League, he having 
been elected to that office by the Executive Committee of that organi- 
zation. 

Eighth. In response to the invitation of J. L. Ervin, Corresponding 
Secretary of Anti-saloon League of America, we nominate Rev. D. H. 
Tuttle, H. A. Page, delegates, and Rev. A. J. Parker, Rev. T. N. Ivey, 
alternates, to the Anti-saloon League convention at Chicago, 111., Decem- 
ber 6-9, 1909.

In such places the pastors are handicapping themselves, depriving the 
young people of their rights, and working great harm to the future 
church. 

We would again recommejid that the Presiding Elders lay special f- 

emphasis upon the League work at every Quarterly Conference. 

We again request that the League be given the right of way at one 
session of the District Conferences. 

We endorse the literature provided by the General Secretary and f 

Publishing Agents. 
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We also endorse the work of the Conference Editor, and recommend 
that the chapters make use of the columns of the Raleigh Advocate.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION OF THE NORTH CARO- 
LINA CONFERENCE. 

Your Board wishes to express its unfaltering conviction of the great 
importance of distinctively Christian Education. There has been no 
time when the Church needed to guard more carefully her educational 
interests, or to push more earnestly her educational work. Indeed, we 
believe that the time has come when the pulpit should speak out more 
frequently and more earnestly in behalf of our Church schools than 
even it has done in the past. Your Board regrets to find that our 
Conference pays a smaller per cent on the assessment for education 
than it does for any other assessment ordered by the annual Conference. 
If this is due to a lack of equal willingness on the part of our people 
to contribute to this cause, we would earnestly urge that our pastors 
make diligent effort to remove such prejudice by presenting and em- 
phasizing the importance of this work. 

THE GENERAL BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The report of the Secretary of the General Board of Education has 
been before us, and from it we cull the following facts: The present 

total value of our grounds and buildings is $11,978,133 — a gain over 
last year of $61,466. Thirty-five new buildings have been erected 
during the year at a cost of $558,525. There has been a gain of $343,319 
in our total endowment, which is now $4,394,782. The total income of 
our institutions for the past year is $2,027,138, a gain over last year of 
$34,183. In these schools of the Church, there are 2,016 teachers and 
33,627 students, 961 of whom are studying for the ministry. These 
figures seem gratifying in the aggregate, yet they should be greatly 
increased and the work greatly strengthened. To this end the General 
Board is seeking to create an Education Extension Federation of 
100,000 men who will give five dollars each to establish an Education 
Extension Fund of a half million dollars to be invested, and the pro- 
ceeds to be used by the General Board in strengthening our work 
throughout the connection. Your Board recommends that the Confer- 
ence give its endorsement to this plan, and in every practical way 
assist the Secretary of the General Board in securing this fund. 

VANDERBILT UNIVERSITY. 

Tlie Dean of the Biblical Department of this great institution reports 
that the past year has been one of unusual prosperity. Nine hundred 
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and fifty-nine students have been enrolled in its seven different depart- 
ments. Of this number 115 were students for the ministry. Besides 
these, a large number of our undergraduates in this and other confer- 
ences of our connection are taking the Correspondence Course offered by 
the Correspondence School connected with the Biblical Department of 
this institution. Your Board rejoices in the increasing use which our 
young preachers are making of the advantages which are thus offered, 
and would earnestly urge that all of them who can possibly do so take 
this course. In all of its departments, we commend this our one great 
University to the patronage and support of our people. 

TRINITY COLLEGE. 

Foi breadth and thoroughness of scholarship, for lofty ideals of 
character, for honest and fearless searching after truth, for that liberty 
of thought that does not degenerate into a mere license for the propa- 
gandism of undigested opinion, and for loyalty and devotion to the 
Christ whose we all are, no institution of learning within our borders 
can excel our own beloved Trinity. It has been through storm and 
stress that she has come, but through the eddying currents and con- 
flicting tides she has kept her course straight ahead. To the men on 
the inside who have wrought, sometimes with scant sympathy and 
meager support, to bring her to the present standard of excellence; 
and to those few men on the outside who have generously laid of their 
wealth upon her altars to make possible these achievements, the Meth- 
odist Church of North Carolina owes a debt of gratitude. Your Board 
wishes to recognize this debt, and assure them of our appreciation. We 
rejoice in the increasing prosperity of this institution. The report of 
the Board of Trustees shows an enrollment to date this scholastic year 
of 521 students in all departments — an increase of 72 over the same 
date last year. The teaching force has also been increased in the 
departments of English, Mathematics, Latin, History, and Modern Lan- 
guages. The enlarging patronage is recognized as a challenge to a larger 
service and greater usefulness. 

Your Board learns with pleasure that the graduating class of 1909 
has made a class contribution of $1,000 to start an endowment fund 
for the library of their Alma Mater. We believe that this comes at 
an opportune time at this semi-centennial year of our College’s history. 
We trust that this gift will be the nucleus about which shall gather as 
the days go by a great endowment fund, the proceeds of which shall be 
used to build up at Trinity College a truly great library for all these 
Southern States. To this end we call upon our friends to send in 
their contributions, large or small, as they may elect. Your Board 
recommends that the Conference confirm the following Trustees: B. N. 
Duke, J. H. Southgate, H. A. Page and A. P. Tyer. 

SECONDARY CHURCH SCHOOLS. 

Greensboro Female College . — We note with pleasure the continued 
prosperity of this noble institution. We are informed that many have 
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been turned away for lack of room. Even music pupils from the city 
have been denied entrance because of the lack of class-room facilities. 
The Board of Trustees informs us that they are planning to build an 
additional dormitory next summer, provided they can secure the funds. 
It is a cause that should appeal to the hearts of the Methodist people 
of our State, and we trust that they will meet with a generous re- 
sponse. Your Board gives its hearty endorsement to the enterprise. 

We further record with pleasure the completion of the endowment 
fund of $100,000 for this institution. We feel that this means much, 
not only for the College, but also and most especially for the girls of 
our State who are favored with the privilege of attending it. We would 
call the attention of our preachers to the fact that this College now 
proposes to credit the account of their daughters who attend Avith 
$70.00 annually, which pays full tuition, including extra languages. We 
heartily commend this institution to the patronage of our people. 

Your Board recommends that the Conference confirm the election of 
John L. Borden as Trustee. 

Louisburg Female College . — The Commission appointed by this Con- 
ference to effect the transfer of this property to the Church has now 
completed its task, and at the commencement last June its management 
Avas turned over to the Board of Trustees appointed by this body. It 
is in the midst of another prosperous year, and is doing efficient service 
in its field of Christian education. To date this scholastic year, 154 
pupils haA^e matriculated, and the number of boarding pupils is about 
all that the building can accommodate. In the fall of the present year 
a moA'ement was set on foot to erect an academic building as a memorial 
building to that stalwart, manly man and faithful, efficient and life- 
long teacher, Matthew S. DaA’is. Already $3,500 has been pledged, and 
the toAAm of Louisburg, together Avith the Alumnae Association of the 
College, propose to raise the amount to $5,000. We believe that there 
are many whom this good man has taught who will count it a privilege 
to contribute to the erection of this building; and that other friends 
of the College and of Christian education Avill come to our help. We 
look with pleasure to the enlarging and better equipping of this time- 
honored institution, and heartily commend it to the favorable considera- 
tion of our people. 

In accordance with the charter of the College, the Board recommends 
that the Conference fix the expiration of officfe of the Board of Trustees 
of Louisburg Female College as indicated in the following arrangement: 
G. F. Smith, D. B. Zollicoffer and J. T. Flythe, December 31, 1910; 
J. H. Shore, Z, W. Lyon and B. W. Ballard, December 31, 1911; L. S. 
Massey, A. J. Parker and F. B. McKinne, December 31, 1912. 

Trinity Park School . — We again take pleasure in calling your atten- 
tion to the superior advantages which this school offers for doing 
exceptionally high-grade preparatory work. .Finely equipped, well 
manned Avith faithful and efficient teachers, and located in the very 
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atmosphere of high literary culture, it is eminently worthy the patron- 
age and support of our people. Your Board rejoices in its continued 
prosperity, and commends it to your favorable consideration. 

SECONDARY AFFILIATED SCHOOLS. 

Littleton Female College . — The President’s report indicates that this 
school is in fine condition. Only faithful, efficient Christian teachers are 
employed, and the constant effort is to train head and heart for a life 
of useful service. Improvements in the plant are being made from time 
to time, and the President is looking forward to a larger future. Lit- 
tleton College is doing a great work in the cause of Christian education, 
and we heartily commend it to the patronage of our people. 

The work upon Carolina College at Maxton, N. C., has been steadily 
going forward through the year. We understand that it is the hope of 
the administration to open its doors for students next September. The 
Financial Agent has been doing a successful work in the field, and we 
trust that his efforts will continue to he successful. The Board recom- 
mends that the Conference confirm the nominations of 0. C. Spaulding 
and D. B. Zollicoffer as Trustees of Carolina Colleore.

Tyer and L. S. Massey, of the Commission appointed at our 
last session, attended the meeting of the Board of Education of the 
Western North Carolina Conference at its recent session in Hickory, 
N. C. The other member of this Commission, Hon. T. J. Jarvis, was, 
much to our regret, too unwell to be present. We had a pleasant and, 
we believe, profitable visit. An agreement was reached, shown in the 
action of their Board this year, which we trust looks to a better under- 
standing and cooperation in our joint educational work. Your Board 
recommends that a joint midyear meeting of the Boards of Education 
of the North Carolina and of the Western North Carolina Conferences 
be held at such time and place as may be determined upon; and that 
the Chairman of our Board be requested to act with the Chairman of 
their Board in making all necessary arrangements for this meeting. 

Your Board recommends that the following assessments be made for 
the coming year: Five thousand dollars for Trinity College, to be 

applied as last year ; $3,000 for Greensboro Female College, also directed 
as last year; $1,000 for Louishurg Female College, to be used in nenes- 
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sary repairs and equipment, and $2,020 for Educational Extension. The 
apportionment by districts is as follows;

DEPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

Your Conference Board of Missions would make its annual report, as 
follows: 

During the past year there has been a decided increase in the mission- 
ary collections. The assessment for Foreign Missions has been paid in 
full with a surplus of $1,589.32, and the assessment for Domestic 
Missions with a surplus of $2,238.60. The ^um of $1,447.77 has been 
reported as raised in specials for missions. Eight of the nine districts 
have paid their missionary assessments in full, and in four districts 
every charge has paid in full. One hundred and sixty of the one hun- 
dred and seventy-two charges in the Conference have paid their assess- 
ments for both Foreign and Domestic Missions.

We would call attention to the forward movement taken at several 
places in the support of foreign missionaries. For several years a 
member of Hay Street Church has been supporting a foreign missionary. 
During the past year the church in Laurinburg has assumed the sup- 
port of a missionary at $600.00 a year. Within the past month More- 
head City has assumed the support of a station in Korea. May the 
time soon come when a large number of our stronger charges will have 
their o.vn representatives in the foreign field. 

We would give the Laymen’s Movement due credit for growth in 
missionary interest and increased collections in our Conference. This 
is a movement that means much to the cause of missions, and we would 
urge all our pastors to give it their hearty support. 

One of the greatest needs in our church to-day is missionary educa- 
tion. Men will not work, or pray, or give for this great cause as 
enthusiastically as they should until they become better informed.- We 
would emphasize, therefore, the importance of missionary instruction 
in the Sunday School, in the mission-study class, and b\’ the circulation 
of missionary literature. 
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The one missionary periodical published by the General Board, 
Go Foricard, was never better than it is now. Let it be circulated in 
all our charges. In one church in our Conference this periodical has 
recently been put in one hundred homes, the expense being paid by the 
Official Board. 

The following is from the communication received from the general 
secretaries: “Our laymen at the Chattanooga Conference determined 

to cooperate with the pastors in raising a million dollars this year for 
Foreign Missions. This means a little less than $200,000 above what 
we are now paying. With a million for missions we can take care of 
the pressing needs of our fields until we reach the three-inillion mark. 
Two dollars per member for missions must be our rallying cry. * * * 
In keeping with this purpose, the General Board of Missions, at its 
last session, unanimously passed the following resolutions: 

“‘1. That we set before our Church as its ultimate goal an amount 
equal to two dollars for each member thereof. 

“ ‘2. That an earnest effort be made to secure a contribution for 
missions from every member of every church.’ ” 

We would give our most hearty endorsement to these resolutions, and 
we would urge all our pastors and official members of the Churcli to 
inaugurate the campaign which they contemplate. 

The World’s Missionary Conference will be held in Edinburgh, June 
14-24, 1910. It is recommended that we remember this conference 
especially in our prayers for the evangelization of the world. 

The time has come when we must give more attention to Home 
Missions. The problems connected with the evangelization of the un- 
saved in America are being carefully studied, and our Church is waking 
up to the responsibility resting upon it to give the gospel to them who 
are without it in our own borders. Dr. John R. Nelson, the Home 
Department Secretary, has visited us at the session of the Conference, 
and we have heard his message with much interest. 

In the bounds of the North Carolina Conference there are increasing 
demands for missionary effort and missionary money. Your Board has 
found it necessary to increase the assessment for Domestic Missions 
$3,000. We confidently expect the Church to give its endorsement to 
this action by raising every dollar of the amount assessed. 

There was recently held in Charlotte, N. C., under the direction of 
the General Board, a Cotton Mill Mission Conference. Several members 
of the North Carolina Conference were in attendance upon that meeting, 
and derived therefrom much inspiration. A committee of three have 
been appointed to make a study of conditions in mill communities in 
the bounds of our Conference. 

The Board has thought it wise to hold a Home Mission Conference 
during the coming year, and it has been decided to hold such a confer- 
ence in Fayetteville at a time to be announced later. We hope that all 
who are interested in our Home Mission problems will plan to attend 
this meetinsr. 
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The Board requests the Bishop to appoint R. H. Willis Conference 
Missionary Secretary.

SOCIETY OF THE NORTH CAROLINA CONFERENCE. 

This Society numbers 120 adult auxiliaries, with 2,372 members. Two 
auxiliaries organized and twenty members added this year. 
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There are 20 Young People’s Societies and 350 members. Three socie- 
ties organized during the year, 30 members added. 

Number of Bright Jewel Bands, 63. Three Bands organized during 
the year, 200 members added. 

Total juvenile members, 1,753; total membership, adult, young people 
and juvenile, 4,472. Number of life members added, 58; total life mem- 
bers, 324; honorary life patrons, C; honorary life members, 22; new 
honorary life members, 2. Subscribers to Woman’s Missionary Advo- 
cate, 450; subscribers to Little Worker, 400. Number of scholarships, 
8. We have supported eight missionaries this year, four of whom are 
Miss Mary T. Pescud, Petropolis, Brazil; Miss Elizabeth S. Davis, Rio, 
Brazil; Miss Elizabeth Lamb, Porte Allegre, Brazil, and Miss Mattie 
Ivey, Korea. 

The Bright Jewels have raised enough to support a missionary, which 
amount was directed to the Mary Black Hospital in Soochow, China. 

Our grand total is larger than ever before. For this, credit is due the 
faithful ones who so promptly responded to our appeal. 

We regret that our Young People’s Societies have not multiplied 
more rapidly. Will not the pastors aid this good work by helping us to 
organize our young people? This is the young people's age. Never 
before in the world’s history have they been so prominent as now. 
Nearly everywhere the young people are coming to the front. Shall not 
our’s march abreast with the advance column? 

I recommend to all the most excellent literature that is prepared for 
the young people. 

Our Bright Jewels are doing well; they have more than raised their 
pledges. 

While our Mission Study Circles have increased some, we regret that 
there is not one in every auxiliary. Old and young should use this plan 
for gaining information. The time was when we could manage after a 
fashion to get on without regular study, but those old-fashioned days are 
gone. In the new regime we must be students — there is no other 
alternative. 

Our Week of Prayer has been well observed. 

We have had some hindrances, but even with them it takes no optimist 
to pronounce this a good report, which we think you all will concede 
after hearing what our Treasurer, Mrs. B. B. Adams, says.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SUPERANNUATES’ HOMES. 

Your committee to which was referred the resolution of the Elizabeth 
City District Conference in regard to superannuate homes, desires to 
submit the following report: 

(1) We deem it both possible and desirable to establish homes in 
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different sections of the Conference as residences for our superannuated 
preachers or their families. 

(2) We recommend that these homes be held in trust by trustees 
appointed by the District Conference in the jurisdiction of which the 
respective home may be located, and that the District Conferences shall 
fill vacancies as they may occur in these Boards of Trustees. 

(3) That the allotment of these homes shall be in the hands of the 
Joint Board of Finance. 

(4) That in order to get this matter before the Church at large, we 
recommend that this Conference shall appoint an Agent of Superannuate 
Homes, who shall seek by correspondence, communications in Advocate, 
and visiting what District Conferences he can, to awaken interest in this 
benevolence. We recommend Rev. J. E. Underwood as agent. 

(5) We further suggest that each District Conference in 1910 shall 
appoint a layman for the district, who shall also be charged with the 
duty of getting this cause before the people of his district, receive and 
hold gifts for the same.

REPORT OF C0:MMITTEE ON BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

Your committee would again emphasize the importance of our Church 
literature. If we are to have an intelligent and worthy membership 
and constituency, we must have an ever-increasing appreciation of the 
value of our religious books and periodicals. They must be spread 
abroad. Aggressive and persistent effort must be made until they are 
received and read in all the fifteen thousand Methodist homes in the 
North Carolina Conference. We believe that the output of our own 
press bears comparison with that coming from any other source, and 
we know that it supplies a want that no others can supply. 

The Raleigh Christian Advocate, ably edited and almost perfect in the 
simple excellence of its mechanical make-up, a potent factor in the 
progress of Methodism at home and abroad, ought to go into every 
Methodist heme in our borders. That means that it ought to have 
15,000 circulation instead of 7,700, as now reported. To put a man in 
the field for this work does not prove a practical proposition. Much of 
our territory is rural. Results could not justify the expense. Mani- 
festly, the pastor is the indispensable link between business manager and 
subscriber. We call upon our preachers to appreciate this fact and to 
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join earnestly with Dr. Ivey in his faithful efforts for a larger and more 
permanent circulation. We submit that, in the experience of newspaper 
men, there is no better time than the months of January and February 
for this effort. 

W^e are gratified at the report of Dr. Ivey, editor, which was read to , 

the Conference, and we join in his feelings of pride that, from the begin- 
ning, the Advocate has been a success from a business standpoint. We 
claim this for it from every standpoint. We are anxious that very soon 
the management may be able to discharge its remaining indebtedness 
and be unhampered. This can be done by hearty cooperation. 

The exhibit of the Publishing Agents of our Publishing House at 
Nashville was before us. It shows increase in sales to the amount of 
$34,198.21 for the year ending December 31, 1908. The circulation of 
our Sunday School periodicals continues to increase with the growth of 
our Church. From their sale is the largest source of revenue. W^e 
quote this extract from that exhibit: “We regret to report a loss of 

$4,977.02 on the Christian Advocate, and of $3,822.16 on the Epworth 
Era, and of $209,84 on the Quiet Hour Quarterly for the year. It is 
but just to say that if amounts due on subscriptions could have been 
collected they would show no deficits. The year has been a hard one 
on religious periodicals the country over.” 

The Methodist Review has the largest circulation in its history and 
more than meets the cost of its publication. 

We heartily commend these and all our periodicals, and urge that 
their circulation be increased.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MEMORIALS TO THE GENERAL 

CONFERENCE. 

Your Committee on Memorials to the General Conference begs leave 

O 

to make the following report: 

1. We have had before us a memorial signed by N. H. D. Wilson 
and R. H. Willis, reading as follows: 

“Whereas, The Methodist churches of America are sharers in the 
same simple but adequate theology, joint heirs of the same honorable 
and heroic history and partakers of the same grand purpose to spread 
spiritual holiness throughout the land; 

“And W^hereas, There is much in our present relations which is 
neither worthy of our heritage nor promotive of our purpose: 

^'Therefore, the North Carolina Conference would hereby respectfully 
petition and memorialize the General Conference at its session in May, 
1910, to take such steps by the appointment of a commission and other- 
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wise as may seem wise after mature consideration, to bring about the 
closest possible federation and cooperation of the American Methodist 
churches and especially of the two largest and most similar, the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church and the Methodist Episcopal Church, South.” 

Your committee recommends concurrence. 

2. A similar meniorial, signed by L. L. Nash, J. E. Underwood, J. T. 
Gibbs, T. N. Ivey and John C. Kilgo, is as follows: 

“We, the members of the North Carolina Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, do respectfully memorialize the General Con- 
ference of the church aforesaid to raise a commission or take such steps 
as in their godly judgment may seem best to secure the federation of 
Episcopal Methodism. 

“We believe the time has come for a more perfect union of our Church ; 
and realizing the impracticability of an organic union of the two great 
bodies of Episcopal Methodism, because of the size of these bodies and 
the diversity of administration now obtaining in them in one General 
Conference, we therefore suggest to the godly wisdom of our legislative 
fathers that steps be taken to establish different jurisdictions of our 
territory into as many General Conferences as may be found necessary; 
and the establishing of a Federal Council which shall have general 
supervision of the several General Conferences under a constitution em- 
bodying the great principles of our Methodism. 

“Each General Conference shall have absolute control of all matters 
of administration within its own jurisdiction in harmony with the con- 
stitution of the Church. That the Federal Council shall be composed 
of all the Bishops of Episcopal Methodism and a select number of 
ministers and laymen (such a number to be limited so that the body 
shall not be too large), who shall be elected by the General Conferences, 
said members to be equally distributed among the various Annual Con- 
ferences. 

“The commission asked for in this memorial shall be empowered to 
work out the plans herein suggested and secure such cooperation from 
the Methodist Episcopal Church as may result in securing the federation 
of the churches and a more perfect union of effort in spreading the 
kingdom of God over the world. 

“It is the object of this memorial to secure a perfect union of effort in 
spreading scriptural holiness over these lands, to prevent the arraying 
of altar against altar in any field in which we are called by the provi- 
dence of God to labor. 

“We believe the plan herein suggested is practicable and will result, 
if adopted, in such a union of effort among us as greatly to increase our 
efficiency as an evangelizing agehcy of the Holy Spirit, and result ii< 
great good to our beloved Church and the world. 

“We pray your godly body to give careful attention to this memorial, 
with the hope that this union of Episcopal Methodism may be eventually 
consummated.” 
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Your committee recommends concurrence. jl 

3. A third memorial, signed by John C. Kilgo and F. A. Bishop, was 
before us: 

“We, the North Carolina Conference, respectfully request the Gen<*ral 
Conference to add under Question 19 of Order of the Quarterly Confer- , 

ence, page 43 of the Discipline, as the sixth subordinate inquiry, the fol- ^ 

lowing: ‘Who are recommended to our colleges as ministerial stu- 1 

dents?’” • 

Your committee recommends concurrence. ' 

4. A resolution, presented by M. T. Plyler, touching the church con- t* 

ference : 

^‘Resolved, That we, the members of the North Carolina Conference, 
assembled in annual session, do memorialize the General Conference 
that meets in Asheville, May, 1910, to vest in the church conference the 
right to nominate the stewards, subject to the approval or rejection of 
the Quarterly Conference; provided, that if the church conference shall 
for any cause fail to nominate, the right shall remain with the preacher 
in charge. Let this apply also to Sunday School Superintendents.” 

Your committee recommends non-concurrence. 

5. Another memorial referred to your committee reads as follows: 

“Inasmuch as we would secure for the Annual Conference enlarged 

privileges without destroying episcopal prerogatives, allowing the right 
of selecting the men who represent us in determining our fields of labor, 
therefore be it 

‘‘^Resolved, That we, the members of the North Carolina Conference 
in annual session assembled, do memorialize the General Conference 
that meets in Asheville, May, 1910, to enact that the members of each 
Annual Conference shall elect by ballot without nomination a required 
number of men, from which number the presiding Bishop shall select 
the presiding elders, thereby giving the members of the Conference a 
voice in naming their legal representatives in matters affecting their 
most sacred interests.” 

Your committee recommends that the resolution be not adopted. 

6. A resolution introduced by J. L. Cuninggim: 

“Whereas, The tendency of legislation enacted from time to time has, 
we believe, been to emphasize some conneetional interest without due 
regard to its bearing on the development of the local church, or has had 
regard to one aspect of church activity without a sufficiently broad view 
of the whole organization and work of the church; 'u 

“And Whereas, We believe that a thorough study of every part of 
our church organization in the light of the whole should and will result ’ 

in greater simplicity, consistency and efficiency: therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That we, the North Carolina Conference, hereby memorial- 
ize the General Conference of our Church, sitting in Asheville, May, 1 

1910, to appoint a commission, constituted as said Conference may think ^ 

wise, with instructions to make a careful study of the organization of ‘f, 
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our Church, both in its local and connectional aspects, in the light of 
present-day conditions and opportunities; to recommend to the General 
Conference of 1914 such changes as may secure greater simplicity, con- 
sistency and effectiveness ; and, in keeping with said recommendations, to 
suggest such changes in the book of Discipline as may be deemed desir- 
able.” 

Your committee recommends the adoption of the resolution. 

7. Another resolution, presented by the same: 

“Whereas, By popular interpretation, a man may remain a member 
of the church in good standing by attending its services with reasonable 
frequency and by contributing to its financial support, without taking 
part in any of the activities of the church; 

“And Whereas, For the sake of the development of the membership 
of the church as well as for the saving of the world, it is important to 
lay greater emphasis upon Christian service as an essential of Christian 
life and church membership: 

‘‘Therefore, We, the members of the North Carolina Conference in 
session at Raleigh, N. C., do memorialize the General Conference sitting 
in Asheville, May, 1910: 

“ ( 1 ) To modify the question used in reception of members into the 
church, found on page 246 of the Discipline, so as to give greater 
emphasis to Christian service by the addition of some such words as 
‘and engage in its activities?’ 

“(2) To answer the question, ‘What are the duties of a preacher in 
charge of a circuit, station or mission?’ by inserting, on page 59 after 
par. 121, ans. 2, a sentence to be designated par. 122, ans. 3, reading as 
follows: ‘To assign the members of the church to such Christian services 
as he may, after consultation with them, think best suited to them.’ ” 

We recommend non-concurrence. 

8. A memorial introduced by Geo. T. Simmons, W. L. Cuninggim, 
N. H. D. W’ilson and John C. Kilgo: 

“The North Carolina Annual Conference now in session at Raleigh, 
N. C., respectfully memorializes the General Conference, to meet in 
Asheville, N. C., next May, to substitute the following for paragraph 63 
of the Discipline, viz: 

“Let the proceedings of every Annual Conference be signed by the 
president and the secretary chosen by the Conference, and let the same, 
including the signatures of the president and secretary, be recorded in 
a book, and let the accuracy of the record be attested by the signature 
of the Recording Secretary, said book to be sent by the secretary to the 
General Conference at its next session.” 

Your committee recommends concurrence.

Your Sunday School Board begs to report a substantial growth along 
all lines. There seems to be a greater interest taken in the work by 
the superintendents and teachers and the church as a whole, both 
preachers and laymen, seem to be waking up to the great importance 
of this work. A contrast of 1909 with 1908 brings out the following 
facts: 

Number of schools, 1908, 687; number in 1909, 710; gain, 23. 

Number of officers and teachers, 1908, 5,710; number in 1909, 5,746; 
gain, 36. 

Number of enrolled scholars, 1908, 55,653; number in 1909, 58,095; 
gain, 2,442. 

Collection for missions, 1908, $3,050.58; collection, 1909, $3,822.76; 
gain, $772.18. 

Children’s Day collection, 1908, $1,519.51; in 1909, $1,694.10; gain 
$174.59. 

Collection for other objects, 1908, $22,143.02; in 1909, $23,063.65; 
gain, $920.63. 

Total collections, 1908, $24,435.64; in 1909, $28,631.51; gain, $4,195.87. 

While this is true, it remains a fact that we are far behind that 
standard which is necessary and altogether possible to an interested and 
aggressive church ; and we should not be at all satisfied until we reach a 
Sunday School membership which at least equals the membership of our 
church. 

For several years your Board has laid special emphasis on Children’s 
Day. We are glad to report that this year every charge has observed 
Children’s Day, and sent in a collection for that day to our Treasurer. 
We call attention, however, to the fact that our stronger schools have 
not as a rule been as liberal in proportion as the weaker ones. 

We regret that, after meeting the necessities of the local field, your 
Board has only some $700.00 to apply to the chair of Religious Peda- 
gogy at Vanderbilt University, leaving nothing with which to employ a 
field secretary. 

We are glad to have had Dr. H. M. Ham ill, our faithful and efficient 
Superintendent Training Department, with us at this session of our 
Conference, and his words of wisdom will inspire us in our efforts 
during the coming year. 

Finally, as a Board charged with the care of the Sunday School 
interests in this Conference, we beg all our presiding elders, pastors and 
superintendents to give us all possible assistance in carrying out our 
plans for the advancement of this great and vital work. 

Two members of the Board — Bros. C. W. Bynum and F. L. Bundy — 
having died during the year, the following resolutions were passed by 
the Board, and are herewith submitted as a part of this report:

We are glad to note great prosperity in building and repairing 
churches, parsonages and schools. Advancement, counted in dollars and 
cents, is as follows: 
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Value of churches last year, $1,613,952.66; value of churches this 
year, $1,679,689.00. 

Value of parsonages last year, $323,756.00; value of parsonages this 
year, $344,085.00. 

Value of schools last year, $1,043,000.00; value of schools this year, 
$1,059,618.45. 

Total gain in value of church property, $92,683.79. 

We recommend that the ministers in the various charges urge the 
people to insure the church property. Also, let those who buy property 
for the church be sure that the deed contains the trust clause found in 
our Discipline.

In 1890 North Carolina territory in the Holston Conference and in the Virginia Conference, except 
that beyond the Chowan River, was transferred to the North Carolina Conference, and the Conference was 
divided into the North Carolina and Western North Carolina Conferences. In 1894 the remaining North 
Carolina territory in the Virginia Conference was transferred to the North Carolina Conference. So now 
the two Conferences embrace the whole of North Carolina.
